Professor Moses on Silver. 


Professor Bernard Moses of Berke­ 
ley who has been spending his vaca­ 
tion in Mexico, publishes a long letter 
in the Sacramento Record-Union in 
which he discusses the effect upon that 
country of the introduction of railroads 
and its commercial 
prospects. He 
finds that the industry which is boom- 
iug most in Mexico is coffee growing, 
in which the profits are large; it costs 
eight to ten cents a pound to produce 
it. and it sells at from 25 to 32 cents. 
The Brazilian disturbances, by discour­ 
aging propuction in that county, have 
improved the coffee industry in Mexico. 


In connection with the coffee busi­ 
ness, Professor Moses treats the silver 
question as it exhibits itself in Mexico, 
and the connection is an intimate one, 
as it is the large increase of coffee ex­ 
ports which has enabled the Mexicans 
to pay their foreign dues and keep at 
home a larger part of their silver than 
they used to. 
Formerly silver was the 
cheapest thing 
which Mexico couid 
produce and export, but now it is 
coffee. 


The 
Mexicans are feeling very 
cheerful over this situation of affairs, 
and Professor Moses anticipates some­ 
thing like a boom, the ultimate effects 
of which will not be so pleasant as its 
temporary ones. 
Keeping the silver 
at home and coining it Into money ut 
the rate of $50,00,000 a year, which is 
about the average output of the Mexi­ 
can mines, will produce an inflation, 
raise prices, and tempt everybody into 
investments and the over-straining of 
credit; then some of the ventures will 
fail to return profits, and ^business fail­ 
ures and shrinkage will ensue. 


The 
decline in silver has helped 
Mexican industries, Professor Moses 
says, by increasing the protection af­ 
forded by the customs tariff; that is to 
say, by "making it impossible to get 
from foreign countries more than about 
one-half as much for a dollar as for­ 
merly, it has practically doubled the 
force of the legal customs duties. 


In conclusion, Professor Moses says: 
"It thus appears that the substitution 
of coffee or other products for silver in 
the foreign exchanges will leave the 
silver in the country, and inevitably 
bring about a local depreciation of it 
This will result in a general increase of 
prices, diminishing somewhat, particu­ 
larly as il effects wages the extraordin­ 
ary advantages which those who pro­ 
duce in Mexico for a foreign 
market 
now have, 
The advantages will, how­ 


ever, disappear slowly, for labor follows 
the upward movement in the prices of 
other things. 


"Hence the wages of ordinary labor 
are especially slow in rising, owing in 
part to the tact that the Indians who 
perform this work are to such an ex­ 
tent a class apart that they form almost 
a sepaiate nation, with iespect to the 
rest of the nation, practically a non- 
competing half. 
Consequently the 
producers who employ this labor, as 
do the coffee planters almost entirely, 
will retain the existing advantages by 


so much the longer."

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PASSED AWAY. 


Yesterday morning after an illness 


of but two hours one of the best known 
railroad men in the United States 
breathed his last, and in consequence 
thousands of people mourn the loss of 
an able and an upright man. 


Mr. A. N. Towne was not a pioneer 


of California but during the twenty six 
years that he had resided in this State 
had'become a thorough Californian, 
and no pioneer or Native Son could 
be more loyal than he to California. 
He 
loved the State and had the 
greatest hopes for its futute. 
He in­ 
vested all of his money in land in this 
State, the greater portion of it being 
outside lands and timber lands. He 
entered the employ of the Central 
Pacific Railroad 
Company in 1868 
and since that time has been its gen- 
end manager. 


When it is known that he had the 
handling of 550,000 men and the di­ 
recting of their moments it will be at 
once conceded that he was a most re 
markable man. 
To him belongs the 
credit of the success and profits made 


by the Central and Southern Pacific 
Railroad Companies. 


In the death of Mr. Towne the State 


of California has lost one of its best 
citizens, a man who, while very strict 
in the discharge of his duties to the 
corporation for which he worked, was 
in private life not only a charitable man 
but a general and whole souled gentle­ 
man with whom it was a pleasure to 
hold an acquaintance. 


OAKLAND'S VICTORY. 


The 
opinion of Judge Ogden deliv 
ered yesterday in the case o 
r the City 


of Oakland vs. Oakland Water Front 
Company, was one of the ablest de­ 
cisions that has been handed down by 
a Judge in this State for many years. 


The 
whole matter has been gone 
through with in a painstaking and care­ 


ful manner and the decision has caused 
great rejoicing in Oakland, for it means 
to that city the undisputed 
ownership 
in $12,000,000 worth of land and har­ 
bor and that means that Oakland will 
become a great manufacturing center 
that will extend to Berkeley. It means 
that the various streets of Oakland, 
running north and south and cast and 
west will now be opened up. 


The 
decision is a just one for both 
parties, for it works no hardships upon 
either. 
As far as the wharves built by 
the Railroad Company are concerned, 
and the Oakland mole, Judge Ogden 
ruled that the City of Oakland stood 


by 
and saw the company expend 
thousand of dollars upon these im 
provements and it made no protest, 
consequently as these wharves and the 
mole were built to assist commerce 
and navigation, the Railroad Company 
should be allowed to hold them. 


After the decision had been read 
flags were run up on the City Hall and 
other buildings in town and i>eople 
could be seen in all parts of the city 
shaking hands and congratulating each 
other upon the first substantial victor)' 
that Oakland has ever won over the 
Railroad Company. 
The attorneys for 
the company gave notice that they 
would take an appeal to the Supreme 
Court as soon as a bill of exceptions 
could be prepared. 


T H E action of the Hoard of Kduca- 
tion in dividing up the contracts for 
supplies and desks at its last meeting 


is 
very unjust and unbusinesslike. 
When a person bids for a public con- j 
tract that contains many different arti 
cles to be supplied, he does so after a ! 
careful examination of what is wanted 
and after making a careful schedule of 
the 
different 
articles. In some in 
stances he will furnish supplies at cost 
and others at a small margin, expect­ 


ing that the whole will so even it up 
that a profit can be made upon the 


contract 
This is undoubtedly what 
the biddefs did who presented bids at 
the meeting of the Board of Education 
on Monday evening last, and someone 
on the Board noticed this fact and 
thought that he would make a huge 
saving for the town 
while the mer­ 
chant would be the loser, consequently 
the different items of the bids which 
were called for as a whole were segre­ 
gated and the man that had the lowest 
on one certain article was awarded the 
contract for that 
line and so on 
through list until the contract had been 
divided into at least tour parts, which 


was unfair to the merchants who bid, 
as they bid as a whole, not as a part. 


Two 
of the bidders entered a pro­ 
test against the award as made and the 
matter was referred back to the Com­ 
mittee on Supplies with power to act. 


We hope that the Committee will figure 
out who is the lowest bidder as a whole 
and allow him the contract. 
Berkeley 
people do not want its merchants to 
take their goods off the shelf and make 
them a present to the Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
They desire that the merchant 
make a reasonable profit upon goods 
sold for the use of the town or the 
schools, and they expect the Board of 
Education to act in such a manner 
upon the bids that the Berkeley bid 
ders will have some show against the 
Snn Francisco people. 


T H E R E has been an earnest desire 
upon the part of some of the State 
Democracy, and especially that of San 
Francisco, to have Will 5. Green, Sur­ 
veyor-General of the State, removed, 
because he employs a number of rela­ 
tives in the office and because the most 


of those who are not relatives are Re­ 
publicans. 
In reply to this Mr. Green 
states that he has fought for Demo­ 
cracy in this State single handed and 
alon- for torty years and he proposes 
to assist his relatives who have been 
kept poor by his devotion to the party 
which has rewarded him for the first 
time in office. 
As far as the Republi 
can employees in his office are con 
cerned, he says that he would discharge 
them at once if he could get a Demo 
crat that is competent to fill their 
places. 
All this correspondence has 
been forwarded to Washington and it 
has been decided to pigeon-hole the 
charges against Mr. Green and allow 
him to retain his office.

Paris, it is said, thiuks once a year of 
those whom she has lost. The truth is 
she thinks very mnch oftener of them, 
for their touching devotion to the mem­ 
ory of the dead is one of tho finest sides 
of the French character. 


The day after All SuiutH' is tho "day 
of the dead"—the jour dos inorts. 


Thon Parisians visit the great cemo- 
teries — Pere Lachaise, Moutmartre, 
Moutparansse, 
Pansy, Vaugirard 
and 
Saint-Otien. 
It is a curious sight to see 
tho crowds sweeping like a torrent along 
the boulevards of Bellevno and Meuil- 
montaut between the two rows of booths 
piled up with emblems of grief and 
piety. 


About half tho number aro simple 
sightseers—badaubs, who are attracted 
by any crowd, and who can be readily 
recognized by their indifferent and gap­ 
ing air and empty hands. 


Tho othors, in mourning hubits, curry 
in their hands wreaths of everlasting 
flowors, sprigs of boxwood and yew, bou­ 
quets, medallions under glass, with a 
weeping willow and somo artless in­ 
scription a ma mere, a ncitro pere, etc. 


The cometeries themselves present an 
unaccustomed spectacle. Tlio entrances 
are guarded by mounted guardes do Pa­ 
ris in full uniform ; policemen aro sta­ 
tioned to regulate tho circulation in tho 
interior, and around the cemetery hawk­ 
ers of all sorts spread nut tlioir wares in 
tempting 
array—immortelles 
for the 
dead, cakes and petit bleu—cheap wine 
—for the living. 


The exterior boulevards aro too small 
for the crowd of mourners, and the inns 
and wineshops too small for tho cus­ 
tom. 


Side by side with the sellers of sou­ 
venirs eterna you find the camelo, who 
offers his collection of 300 jokes for 1 
cent; the opou air lotteries with their 
grating and rattling wheels and an 
asthmatic hurdy gurdy playing tho eter­ 
nal "Boulanger March." 
This is the 
first act of the tragi-comedy. 


Each proceeds to the tomb that inter­ 
ests him or her. The old wreaths are re­ 
moved, and tho glass covered medallion 
of the most approved design is hung up 
in their stead.—St. Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat 


A F l o r a l Detective of L o n e Ago. 


In early times the Dutch farmers of 
the up rivor farms of New York had an 
ingenious way of recovering pocket 
knivos that might have been dropped ctr 
mislaid while plowing or gardening was 
going on.

Bonaparte was a child of tho Mediter­ 
ranean. 
The light of its sparkling wa­ 
ters was ever in his eyes, and the fasci­ 
nation of its ancient civilizations was 
never absent from his dreams of glory. 
His proclamations ring with cliissio al­ 
lusions ; his festivals were adorned with 
classic ceremony. 
In infancy ho had 
known of G-enoa, the tyrant of his is­ 
land, as strong in the splendid commer­ 
cial enterprises which stretched east­ 
ward through the Levant and beyond 
into the farther orient. In childhood ho 
had fed his imagination on tlio histories 
of Alexander the Great and his conquest 
of 
oriental empires. In youth he had 
thought to find an open door for his am­ 
bition when all others seemed closed by 
taking service with England to sharo 
the renown of those who were building 
op her eastern empire.

Her 
commercial prosperity and her mastery 
pf tho seas aggravated the exasperation 
of France as threatening even her equali­ 
ty in their ancient rivalry. 
From tho 
days of the first crusade all Frenchmen 
had felt that leadership in tho recon­ 
struction of Asia belonged to them by 
virtuo of preoccupation. 
Ardent repub­ 
licans, moreovor, saw France's mission 
incomplete in tho liberalizing of tho 
continent, and the department of marine 
under tho directory stamped its paper 
with tho motto, "Liberty of the Seas."

A sirup bottler has improved upon the 
prison lesson of Bruce.

ing of one of his most important depart­ 
ments. Flies, cockroaches and other in­ 
sects, attracted by his sweets, and en­ 
couraged by the genial atmosphere of 
his bottling room, used to interfere with 
his work, get into his bottles, steal his 
goods and "worry him to death." 
Ho 
has recruited tho spider against his foes 
and vanquished them. 
Some 0,000 spi­ 
ders now make their homo on the ceiling 
and walls of his bottling department. 
Their webs are everywhere, and they be­ 
have themselves with groat intelligence. 


Said tho bottler to an interviewer: 
"These creatures know more than a 
great many people. Spiders do not care 
for sweet things, and never drop into 
my vats or got into my bottles.

dollars. 


S E C . 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
t^ie County Jail, or both snch fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.
